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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
pe Uh BE CVHEEREEM HIGH, AND 
GRADED SCHOOLS. 


The Board of Education have endeavored to attend to their 
duties the past year to the best of their ability, and so far as they 
can discover, the usual good discipline and progress in the differ - 
ent grades has been maintained. Of course there is room for im- 
provement, there always will be, no individual or school can reach 
perfection, but they can always progress, and this I. think the ma- 
jority of our scholars are trying to do. Some repairs and improve- 
ments have been made in and about the school building, all 
needed, and most of them necessities, but one thing seems to be 
continually overlooked, that is, some system of ventilation, other 
than opening windows and doors, thereby exposing to cold 
draughts of air, young people, tired, perhaps heated, and certainly 
poorly prepared to resist such sudden exposure to the extremely 
low temperature we so often get in the winter months; many 
times it is nearly if not quite as injurious as breathing the poison- 


ous atmosphere of a close, hot and _ crowded school- 
room. It is a matter that should be attended to before 


another year. We feel almost like thanking those parents 
and friends who have shown interest enough in their own children’s 
education to visit the schools and see for themselves just how they 
are doing ; it is a great encouragement to the scholars to know 
their friends take some interest in their studies, and certainly the 
teachers appreciate it ; and we would also particularly urge parents 
to see that their children attend school regularly and in time for 
the opening exercises ; every day lost puts the scholar behind in 

their studies and makes it all the harder for them to keep up with |
